The declaration 
has overcome the 102 rejection by a showing of "reduction to practice" prior to reference's 
priority date. The double patenting rejection is withdrawn herein in view of the non-allowable 
status of the co-pending cases. 

With no other outstanding rejection, claims 9, 11, 14, 16-19, and 21-25 are allowed. 



Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The invention is drawn to a compound of N-{4[3-(4- 
Fluorobenzenesulfonyl)-4-hydroxyphenoxy]-3 f 5-dimethylphenyl}- 
oxamic acid, or pharmaceutical^ acceptable salt or prodrug ester 
thereof The closest reference, Chiang et al. (US'398), discloses 
the same oxamic acid. However, applicant' declaration of 1.131 
showed that the invention was reduced to practice prior to the 
priority date of US'398. An update search did not yield any 
reference teaching the same compound and salts or prodrug 
ester thereof.
